NEW YORK (£*—One way to 
be happy in this life is to pick 
you r own tensions and learn to 
enjoy them. 
This is a tense centu ry. Ten­ 
sion has become one of the bu si­ 
est words in the American vo­ 
cabu lary. 
The cu rrent issu e of Newsweek 
Magazine estimates that 25 per 
cent of the 
nation’s 
indu strial 
force is emotionally u pset and 
fru strated. It pu ts 
the 
annu al 
cost in lost wages, medical bills 
and damaged machinery at $3 
billion. 
Frightfu l as this estimate is, it 
is no indictment of tension in it­ 
self. Tension as as essential to 
the normal hu man body as it is 
to the fu nctioning of a ru bber 
band or a watch spring.

trou ble 
with 
ou r 


tense times is 
that 
we 
have 
let ou r tensions ru n wild. 
There are two kinds of ten­ 
sions, the good and the bad. A 
good tension, su ch as one we get 
from playing a game or watch­ 
ing a well-acted drama, is fol­ 
lowed by a feeling of both phy­ 
sical and emotional release. The 
tension relieves itself; we end u p 
relaxed. 
A bad tension, 
su ch 
as 
the 
kind we bu ild u p while pu rsu ­ 
ing an impossible goal or doing 
something foolish, only 
tangles 
ou r emotions deeper. We tie ou r­ 
selves inextricably in 
knots of 
ou r own devising. 
How many of ou r tensions are 
cau sed 
becau se 
we 
let 
o u r 
neighbors, determine ou r 
own 
ambitions? 
Ju st becau se Jones went into 
debt and worried himself 
into 


an u lcer bu ying a big 
car he 
cou ldn’t afford, is it really nec­ 
essary for u s to bu y a bigger car, 
go deeper into debt, and wind 
u p with a dou ble u lcer’’ Where 
is the reward in that 
kind 
of 
tension? 
Tru e su ccess lies in the ability 
to discard goals that we can’t 
achieve or that fail to make u s 
happy. 
If you feel you rself acqu iring 
an u lcer over tensions, the thing 
to do is to take a long cold show­ 
er. then look in the mirror and 
ask you rself: 
“ Is the fu n of what I’m trying 
to do worth the u lcer I’m get­ 
ting?’" 
If it isn’t, give it u p and switch 
to a new tension and see if you 
don't feel better.

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FEW LOCKED CARS STOLEN 
ONE OF THE most common objects of 
thievery in the United States today is the 
automobile. 
According to FBI Director 
J. Edgar Hoover, two cars are stolen in 
this country every five minutes. This fig- , 
ure in itself may seem like just another 
cold statistic, but when one realizes that 
this amounts to over 500 stolen cars in a 
24 hour period the seriousness of the prob­ 
lem becomes clear. 
Much of the blame for this high crime 
rate can be placed on the motorists them­ 
selves. While it is a poor argument to say 
j 
the actions of a thief should be condoned 
because the theft was made easy for him, 
the fact remains that more than 40 per 
cent of stolen cars have keys conveniently 
left in the ignition by the owners and 22 
per cent are taken from parking lots where 
the keys are also accessible. 
If further argument about the careless­ 
ness of motorists is needed to convince the 
skeptical, studies show that cities which 
enforce 
strict 
“car 
key ordinances” 
against leaving the key in the ignition have 
a 70 per cent reduction in car thefts. 
Automobile 
manufacturers 
have tried 
numerous gadgets and safety devices over 
the years to discourage car thieves b u t 
most of them have been discarded either 
as impractical or because of inconvenience 
complaints from the public. Some of the 
more memorable gadgets tried and reject­ 
ed were the locked steering column, ar­ 
mored ignition cable, and hoods w h i c h 
could only be opened from inside the car. 
Another device tried by many individ­ 
uals gave an electric shock to anyone tam ­ 
pering with the car. This was given up 
when it was found that most frequently 
the owner himself was the victim. 
Today, 
manufacturers 
are 
concerned 
mainly with perfecting foolproof door and 
ignition locks. According to a spokesman 
for the Automobile Manufacturers Associa­ 
tion, “The modern automobile ignition 
switch has been designed to make it more 
or less impervious to the old techniques of 
using a coin or a piece of foil to start the 
car.” 
Auto builders can work themselves blue 
in the face trying to find ways of making 
cars burglar-proof, but without the cooper­ 
ation of the motorist these protective de­ 
vices mean nothing. The only key that can 
lock the door on car thieves is the individ­ 
ual driver. 


WEST POINT VACANCIES 
TIME WAS when an appointment to the 
West Point Military Academy was consid­ 
ered one of the most coveted honors for an 
American youth. 
But apparently it isn't as highly esteem­ 
ed as formerly. For there are now several 
hundred vacancies in the student enroll­ 
ment. The Academy plans to start an ad­ 
vertising campaign to attract youngsters 
to attend the officers training school for the 
U. S. Army. 
One reason being given is that the new 
Air Force Academy at Colorado Springs 
is proving more attractive than the older 
service schools. While only eight of the 4115 
Congressmen have failed to n o m i n a t e 
somebody for the Air Force Academy, a 
large number have nut submitted names 
of applicants for the Army and Navy in­ 
stitutions. 
The current shortage is attributed to 
competition from other professions f o r 
bright youngsters.

These Days 


What is called the Middle East problem 
is, in fact, the question of the continued 
existence of the State of Israel. Here is a 
new state, recognized as a member of the , 
United Nations and its existence guaran-’ 
teed by all the solemn treaties and agree- j 
ments which arise out of the Charter of the 
United Nations. 
I 
Now Egypt and Saudi Arabia intend to 
destroy, liquidate and abolish the State of j 
Israel. In this effort, they are supported 
materially by Soviet Russia and the Unit­ 
ed States, the former supplying arms to 
Egypt, the latter to Saudi Arabia. 
In due course, some kind of war is bound 
to break out on the boundaries of Israel. 
It cannot be foretold who will start that 
war, what little circumstance will s e n d 
men to kill each other over a boundary. 
Naturally when a new state comes into 
existence, it is carved out of territory 
which once belonged to some other people. 
What we now call Israel was up to the end 
of World War I part of Turkey; then it be­ 
came a British mandatory under the old 
League of Nations and now is an independ­ 
ent state. It never was Egyptian or Saudi 
Arabian territory. As a matter of f a c t , 
Egypt was a semi-colony of Great Britain 
and Saudi Arabia was not a country until 
after World War I when the Turkish E m ­ 
pire was divided. 
So, when it comes to claims, the legality 
of the position is that the United Nations 
turned a British mandated area over to 
Jews who had settled in Palestine a n d 
formed there the State of Israel. 
This situation is complicated by relig­ 
ious, racial, and social differences and by 
the enormous oil reserves of Saudi Arabia. 
The American State Department faces the 
dilemma that while it has guaranteed the 
existence of Israel, it does not propose to 
lose the oil of Arab countries nor the air 
bases which it has established in s u c h 
countries. 
Meanwhile, the Arabs, under the leader­ 
ship of Nasser of Egypt, have maneuvered 
themselves into the enviable position of be­ 
ing able to blackmail both the U n i t e d 
States and Soviet Russia. Nasser seems to 
be more clever than Nehru who tried the 
same game and manipulated himself into 


I a Russian slave. 
The Jews, on the other hand, have wait­ 
ed since 70 A. D. to get back to Jerusalem. 
Whether one agrees with the Zionist pro­ 
gram or not, it is impossible to ignore his­ 
toric facts. In the Seder service each Pass- 
over for this long period, the phrase was 
repeated year after year, “And next year 
in Jerusalem.” 
In the Orthodox Jewish prayer book, the 
return to Zion, to Jerusalem, is a constant 
prayer. 
And Orthodox Jews, 
wherever 
they may be, always face toward Jerusa- 
i lem when they pray as a Mohammedan 
faces toward Mecca. Those who hope that 
they can overcome this tradition of Zion by 
; diplomacy are whistling in the wind. 
Every man, woman and child in Israel 
j will have to be killed before that country 
1 is abolished. They will fight for that soil as 
no people ever fought before. If Israel is 
i to be liquidated, it must be by war.

quickly building up an experienc­ 
ed fighting force. 
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NAVY PLANES were first seen 
over Columbus nearly 14 years ago 
when the Naval Aircraft Delivery 
Unit was established at P ort Co­ 
lumbus. The Navy leased 43 acres 
of Port Columbus Airport for its 
use—the entire airport approaches 
the size of Circleville in area. 
A year later, the unit’s nam e was 
changed to the U. S. Naval Air F a ­ 
cility. Its main purpose was to ac­ 
cept delivery of Navy planes from 
several large m anufacturers, in­ 
stall certain combat equipment and 
then test each craft. Pilots would 
then ferry the planes to their de­ 
livery points; more than 200 Navy 
and Marine pilots were assigned to 
these duties.
